Georgia Beef Production 


Given Glowing Forecast 


_ 
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Athens, Ga., February 25.—(Special.) 
Under the caption, “A Four-Legged 
Forecast,” Barton W. Currie, one of 
the editors of The Country Gentleman, 
has presented a two-page, illustrated 
article in his publication that has 
proven very popular reading in Geor- 
gia. Mr. Currie is writing a series of 
articles on agricultural conditions in 
the south and recently visited Georgia 
for that purpose. His current articles 
now appertain to Georgia, and the first 
one speaks very glowingly about the 
posisibilities of beef production. 

To the cattle tick alone he attributes 
the failure of the state to now be in 
the front rank in this particular, and 
quotes Dr. E. M. Neighbert, representa- 
tive of the United States department 
of agriculture, on what the losses from 
the tick amount to and how easily it 
can be overcome and is being over- 
come. 

Mr. White Quoted, 

The viewpoint of'the packer is taken, 
and Mr. White, head of the Atlanta 
packing house, is quoted, who finds that 
both the quality and quantity of beef 
are improving in Georgia. He is quoted 
as saying, “The farmers don’t seem 
to realize the availability of cotton 
seed meal and hulls, but they will in 
time, if we give right support to Dr. 
Soule and his men in the State Col- 
lege of Agricultrue.” 

Mr. Currie recounts his observations 
cencerning the demonstrations in beef 
production carried, on at the Georgia 
State College of Agriculture in the ini- 


+ 

.tial experiments of Milton P. Jarnagin, 
professor of animal industry. He tells 
of how the college has produced a good 
type of beef cattle by using a pure-bred 
sire and native scrub cows, which were 
bought in south Georgia for $17 a head. 
Of sixteen calves thus bred he says: 
“These youngsters were coming along 
in beautiful shape and weighed 647 
pounds at eight months.” 


Beef 4 Cents a Pound. 


_ Professor Jarnagin is quoted as say- 
ing that. excellent beef could be pro- 
duced with native stock in Georgia for 
about 4 cents per pound. The ridicu- 
lously low prices at which land can 
be bought in Georgia and the cotton 
seed products at hand, Mr. Currie says, 
make “no dearth of opportunity for 
positive economics of beef production.” 

How the college farm is being re- 
claimed from red gulleys, with the aid 
of live stock, which has grown from 
a herd of 74 to 322 in five years, the 
remarkable wealth single dairy cows 
have produced in milk, butter and off- 
spring, and the wonders the pure-bred 
sire has wrought in both beef and 
dairy products at the college are out- 
lined. é 

“In 1912 Georgia jumped from No. 
10 to No. 4 in the column of states 
making the greatest yield from the 
soil, and since the corn club boys got 
on the job, five. years ago, she has 
practically doubled the yield of that 
basic staple. If that is going slow, 
what will happen when she speeds 
up?” concludes Mr. Currie.

Affair Caused by Card Scan-

Paris, February 28.—A sword duel 
between Baron Robert Le Vavasseur 
and Count d@’Heursel, fought in the 
suburb of Neuilly today, resulted in 
Baron Le Vavasseur being wounded, 
one of the arteries of his right arm 
being cut. 

The encounter is believed to have 
arisen out of the recent card scandal 
at the fashionable Jockey club, where 
Baron Le’ Vavasselr was alleged to 
have been guilty of cheating.. 

At the preliminary meeting of the 
seconds of the two principals, Raoul 
Mourichon, the explorer, and Jacques 
Gaillaud, who were acting for Count 
d’Heursel, raised the question whether 
Le Vavasseur’s honor had not been 
already so affected that he was un- 
worthy to. fight.

The president of the Georgia Wom- 
an’s Suffrage association and the legal 
adviser, Attorney Leonard J. Grossman, 
were invited. by the president, Mrs.

The Chicago Political Equality league 
recently held a meeting at which the 
league decided to help the congression- 
al committee of the National Suffrage 
association in its federal amendment 
work.

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FIVE SONS SEE MOTHER 


START FOR DEATH HOUSE: 


Mrs. Buffum’s Attorney Says 
She Will Never Die in 
the Chair. 


NW. Y¥.. February 23.— 
Buffum. convicted tor 
first degree last night 
for poisoning her husband and ‘sen- 
tenced to die in the electric chair in 
April, was awakened by Sheriff Demp- 
sey before sunrise today. At 6 o'clock 
her five sons were brought into the 
cell to see her. None but little 
Frances, 13 vears old, showed any 
grief at parting. At 7 o’clock Mrs 
Buffum was started on -her trip 
the death house at Auburn prison. 

All during the night the little pale- 
faced, sullen woman had been care- 
fully guarded in her ‘cell to prevent 
her from attempting suicide, but her 
iron’nerve remained unbroken. She re- 
lies on the encouragement from her 
counsel, Patrick S. Collins, who. told 
her last night after she had been sen- 
tenced: 

“Don't worry now; 
leave it all to me. You 
in the electric chair.’ 
Collins will ask the 
peals to order a new trial. .The trial 
of. Ernest Frahm, Mrs. Buffum’s al- 
leged accomplice in the murder, will 
begin in a few days.

asked that Frahm be gent to her. She 
warned him to “keep his back up” and 
“don’t let} Cole break ‘vou.”’ Cole is 
the prosecuting attorney.

Death Watch on Woman. 

Auburn, N. Y., February 28.—Mrs. 
Cynthia Buffum, ealm and indifferent 
even after the gate of Auburn prison 
closed on her tonight, finally broke 
down and wept bitterly as Matron Mar- 
garet Daley prepared to take her up 
to the little cell where Mary Farmer, 
the last woman to ‘be electrocuted in 
this state, was imprisoned. Mrs. Buf- 
fum, convicted last night of poisoning 
her husband, Willis Buffum, was 
brought here today from Little Valley, 
wo or sentence to die in the electric 
chalr. 

At no time during the journey to 
Auburn had Mrs. Buffum given any 
sign that she realized the seriousness 
of her position. 

A death watch was installed 
night in the women’s prison.

In a letter received by the exchange 
from A. -.D. Williams, of Yatesville, 
Ga., one of the big growers, Mr. Wil- 
estimated the damage to have 
killed out 45 per cent of the HBlbertas 
and 30 per cent of the Carmens, but 
Manager Marks hopes that these fik- 
ures will be greatly reduced upon 
closer inspection 

ini speaking of the reports received 
at the exchange, Mr. Marks savs “Gray, 
Bradley and Wayside sections report 
no damage to peaches, find crop and 
buds hardlv swelled. Alto, Cornelia 
and Mt. Airy report no damage what- 
ever. In fact, they report the cold an 
advantage. From South Carolina they 
report that from 59 per cent to 75 per 
cent of *the fruit was killed on the 
morning of the lJ7th, but no damage 
this week. Americus

The Deposed Governor Clashes 


Graft Hearing. 


New York, February 28.—The first 
hearing of the Sullivan graft investi- 
gation committee of the assembly to- 
day was marked by a verbal clash be- 
tween William Sulzer, former gov- 
ernor, and Alfred E. Smith, a demo- 
cratic member of the committee and 
speaker of the assembly when Sulzer 
was impeached. 

Smith challenged the former gov- 
ernor, who was testifying, to produce 
documentary evidence by which Sulzer 
announced in the 
he would prove that $6,000,000 of the 
people’s money had been. stolen in 
highway graft. Sulzer retorted that 
his evidence was a report made to him 
by his investigator, John A. Hennessy. 

Not Official Document. 

Hiennessy, called to the stand, testi- 
that the report wag one he had 
| made for newspaper publication, and 

that it was not an official document. 
it would take six months, Hennessy 
testified, to make’ a thorough investi- 
gation of graft in the state highway 
department. 

The committee will make a prelimi- 
nary report to the legislature next 
week, and will ask for power to con- 
tinue its investigation and to appoint 
a large staff of engineers to investi- 
gate the condition of roads through- 
out the state. 

Sulzer said that information of 
fraud in the state highway department 
came to him during his campaign for 
governor, and that, in accordance with 
pre-election promises, he appointed a 
committee to investigate and report. 

“They only investigated sixty days,” 
said Sulzer, “but they found out 
enough in that time to convince me 
that every department of the state 
was honeycombed with graft. I then 
appoihted Hennessy to investigate the 
highway department, and told him to 
go to the end of the rope, drive out 
the grafters and to spare nobody. 

I‘raud Discovered. 

“The legislature, however, refused 
appropriate the money to defray 
expenses of! the investigation, so 
and I and a few friends put 
up the money. The Tammany sena- 
tors, acting under instructions, struck 
out the appropriation. Hennessy in- 
vestigated forty roads in twenty-two 
counties, and .found that their con- 
struction was fraudulent. 

“The taxpayers had been defrauded 
of millions and millions of dollars. 
Hiennessy told me that about 30 per 
cent of the cost of the roads went for 
their actual censtruction and the rest 
was stolen. 

“Later Hennessy discovered astound- 
ing graft in the reconstruction of the 
State capitol, and I ordered state Ar- 
chitect Roefer to resign because of 
the revelations.”

Bainbridge, Ga., February 28.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—Who did Editor Griffin have in 
mind when he berated society women, 
is the question that is agitating not 
a few folk in this part of Decatur 
county. A number are explaining that 
it could not have been they, express- 
ing wonderment at the identity of the 
women in question and roundly scor- 
ing the editor for what they call an 
unprovoked attack and criticism. 

The outburst which occasioned the 
excitement follows: 

“Frequently vou hear one ask: 
‘What is the matter with Bainbridge?’ 
Nothing except that so many of the 
wives of poor men try to join society, 
and keep their husbands so deeply in 
debt that they would not enjoy good 
times if money hung on trees. Bain- 
bridge has more poor. society folks 
than any town we know of, and family 
comfort is sacrificed by our women to 
keep up a pace which they are not 
able to stand. Everybody knows them, 
but hate to say who they are. Women 
without roofs over their heads dress 
in silks and jewels, and have to be 
introduced to their babies weekly. 
That is what is the matter with Bain- 
bridge. A conglomerated operation on 
slim capital of high ideas among our 
women folks. If a goaodly portion of 
our society women would retire from 
society long enough for their husbands 
to catch up with their debts, times 


would be better here and many a 
grocer and butcher would pay his 
debts, keeping the money in the local 
channel of trade. 

“The Post has no desire to be 
iconoclastic, but if it could do or say 


married women of Bainbridge—a good- 
ly portion of them—are too frivolous 
to be mothers, too thoughtless for 
such a God-given responsibility, dele- 
gating mother care to a negro girl 
three-fourths of the time; exposing 
‘their babies to the care of syphilitic 
negro nurses who are known among 
the realms of vagrancy as such. Noth- 
ing uncommon to see a baby in the 
care of a street walking negro girl 
in some out of the way place where 
the child hears profanity before it can 
pronounce the word mother—another 
thing the matter with Bainbridge.” 

One young matron, in reply to Editor 
Griffin, said: “It is an uncalled-for 
attack. Our society women are most 
excellent wives and mothers, and it is 
wrong to pillory them in this fashion. 
Such words might apply to society 
women elsewhere, but to Baimbridge it 
does a grave injus ce.’’

POSTAL MONEY MEASURE 
PASSED BY THE SENATE 


Washington, February 28.—-The sen- 
ate passcd today the largest appro- 
priation bill ever to meet the ap- 
proval of either house of congress 
when it sent to conference the post- 
office measure carrying $311,.492,067, an 
increase of nearly $840,000 over the 
bill as it was reported by the. post- 
office committee. All efforts to limit 
the power of the postmaster general 
to regulate parcel post rates, zones 
or weights were defeated. 

The last amendment of this 
was proposed by Senator Cummins. It 
provided that no packages of more 
than fifty pounds should be carried un- 
til the interstaté commerce commission 
decide the rates represented 
the cost of the service. It was lost—29 
to 20. '

tem of parcel post rates, reducing pay 
to railways for this service, | which 
also met defeat. 

Increases of salary from $2900 to $500 
were inserted for railway mail divi- 
sion superintendents, assistant super- 
intendents and chief clerks: rural mail 
carriers received an increase of $100 a 
Year on standard routes, and substi- 
tute carriers and clerks’ from 30 to 
40 cents an hour.

Mr. Ashley also demonstrated that a |

He explained the three classes of 
heat—sensible heat, or the heat that is 
recorded by the thermometer; latent 
heat, or hidden heat, which is the heat 
that performs work that separates the 


molecules of the water in the forma- 
tion of steam, and also specific heat or 


the ability of a certain mass to abaped 


heat from another mass. 


M-. Ashley impressed upon his hear- ' 


-ys the absolute necessity of the 
thorough knowledge of these three 
subdivisions of heat, as these are the 
points upon which a great many in- 
ventors have failed in attempting to 
make apparatus that will utilize a 
greater percentage of the heat in our 
coal. He showed that a permanent 
gas, when heated to 493 degrees above 
freezing, occupies double the space, 
and that in the old philosophists we 
were taught if we removed 492 degrees 
from this same gas that it would en- 
tirely disappear, but.in modern times 
we Know that there is no such gas, but 
that the gas will solidify. 

He also explained the action of the 
latent heat upon water in the evapo- 
ration, showing that in evaporating a 
pound of water into steam the sensible 
heat will be 212 degrees, but that it 
will require 965 additional units of 
heat to evaporate the pound. This 965 
degrees is the latent heat of evapora- 
tion. He also showed that in freezing 
a pound of water it 1s necessary 
to reduce the temperature of the water 
to 32, then remove 442 units of heat 
to make the water into ice. These 442 
heat units are Known as the latent heat 
of crystallization. 

Mr. Ashley then went into the ex- 
planation that the specific heat of a 
body is its ability to absorb heat from 
another body when the two bodies are 
placed in contact. He showed that no 
two masses of different component 
parts will absorb the same amount of 


heat to raise them to the same tem- 
perature.

Reports of Business Condi- 

tions’ Show Improvement. 
Ready Sale of Southern 
Railway Bonds—Other F'i- 
nancial News. 


New York, February 28.—<(Special.)— 
The stock market opened the week 
with the rank and file of traders un- 
certain how to proceed, but weakness 
followed on heavy selling resulting 
from the new dangers in Mexico. Prices 
yielded when only a little pressure was 
brought, and in a few cases, heavy de- 
clines were scored. Practically all of 
the trading has been professional for 
two or three weeks, with the public 
still out of the market in a heavy way, 
though small committments for outside 
interests have been made from time to 
time. There are many small speculat- 
ors wating from week to week for 
what they consider a favorable appro- 
tunity to enter the stock market,° but 
even though there has not been such a 
chance, the general trend of sentiment 
is bullish, with the idea widely held 
that before long there will be a sus- 
tained upward movement of prices. The 
reports of business conditions show 
steatly improvement, the most favor- 
able having been that of the condi- 
tion of idle cars, which showed an- 
other increase for the two weeks to 
the middle of the month. The metal 
markets are in good shape as compared 
with a few months back, but prog- 
ress in steel is slow. Reports from 
Europe indicate that conditions in 
Paris are not as good as they,were a 
fshort time ago, while the financing sit- 
uation in London is irregular, with 
several more failures of offerings and 
a few successes. The idea prevalis 
that the entire financial world started 
off too quickly in its optimism early in 
the vear, and that even though condi- 
tions everywhere are greatly improved 
over last fall and the early winter, 
there is still amuch to be desired in the 
business and financial situation. One 
of thefavorable features of the week, 
which excited little interest, was the 
news that crop conditions in the west 
‘have been bettered by the recent heavy 
snows. A little tightening in money 
was not considered a bad sign, as rates 
nad been too low for a long time. A 
waiting market is looked for over the 
next few weeks, with the principal 
developments looked for being the Brit- 
ish-American-Mexican affairs arising 
over the killing of Benton, with pos- 
sibilities of definite action of some 
kind following the trust legislation 
at Washington, and developments in 
money. 


Banks Restricting Loans. 

Banks have been restricting their 
loans recently, only through namfng a 
little higher rates, but through forcing 
borrowers to seek money instead of 
seeking places to lend it. The engage- 
ment of another $2,000,000 gold for 
Paris, making $14,000,000 since Janu- 
ary 1, was one of the causes, as the 
latest withdrawal was made in spite 
of advance foreign exchange condi- 
tions, making it evident, as was shown 
a year ago during the gold movement 
to France, that bankers there can tap 
the gold supply here almost at will. 
South American withdrawals of gold 
have also started, although only $100,- 
000 has been taken so far. Call money 
rates have worked above 2 per cent, 
and very little has been put out: at 
under 2 per cent this week, while last 
week, none were made at above that 
figure. During the last day or two, a 
further firming in call money has re- 
sulted from _ preparations for first of 
the month financing. Short term loans 
have been made at-above 3 per cent 
this week, as against around 2% per 
cent last week. Loans from six months 
to a year are also at higher rates. 

New financing in February exceeded 
$300,000,000, aimost triple that con- 
sumed in January. The record total 
for a month was $350,000,000 for 
January, 1913. 

The coal roads are showing large 
losses in both net and gross for the 
month of January as compared with 
earnings the same month last year, but 
early February returns show that for 
the month just closed, proportionate 
gains are being registered over. the 
month last vear. The reason for the 
changes that the weather in the 
first month of the year was so mild 
that shipments of coal were unusually 
low, but that there has been a great 
increase in the demand for fuel] in the 
month just closed. 

The report of the Ameriean Railwav 
association shows that there was a de- 
crease in the surplus of idle cars 
in the United States and Canada to the 
extent of 12,626 for the fortnight to 
February 14, with 197,052 surplus idle 
cars on that date.

Ready Sale of Southern Bonds. 

The Southern railway sold 
6000 three-year 5 per cent notes to 
a banking firm for 99%\%. They were 
offered for sale and were immediately 
withdrawn, with subscriptions by the 
public far in excess of the total. mean- 
ing an allotment to each bidder.

BOLL WEEVIL MENACE 
DISCUSSED BY SOUL 


Dr. A. M. Soule, pregident of the 
State College of Agriculture, has 
sounded a warning to the cotton plant- 
ers of Georgia “On the menace 
boll weevil.” 
closely upon the convention 
held in the city on this subject by the 
Cotton Seed Crushers’ Association of 
Georgia, and the interest aroused on 
this subject by the Georgia Chamber 
of Commerce, will lend additional in- 
terest to this warning. 

Dr. Soule predicts that the weevir 
will enter Georgia this year, and out- 
lines the best way in which to fight it 
is through the cultivation of cotton 
which can be brought to maturity in 
the shortest period of time. Stalks in 
infésted fieldg should be destroyed 
each year before frost and the rubbish 
in and about the fleld burned. 
way it is pointed out that the march 
of the deadly boll weevil will be check- 
ed. He urges not only early planting, 
but also relatively wide planting. He 
declares \that when the boll weevil is 
first di vered it should 
by hand-picking and poisoning in an 
endeavor to stamp it out immediatel\ 
Hie also urges the attachment of a 
pole to the handie of a cultivator 
as to knock off the infected squares.

It is not lack of money that makes 
for the existing depression in business;

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REFORM OR SUSPEND! 
The senate committee on agriculture and 
forestry has reported favorably the bill of 
Smith. of South Carolina, looking to 


senator 
federal regulation of cotton exchanges, with 


specific reference to dealings in futures. 
The measure follows identically the con- 
tention often advanced by The Constitution. 
Only recently the Vicksburg and Memphis 
exchanges, demanding a house cleaning, de- 
clared that all transactions in futures— 
Must be based upon a fair and honest 


contract system. 


And that is precisely what the senate’ 


bill provides. Under it the New York Cot- 
ton exchange practice of using a stock ac- 
cumulation of dirty “dog-tail’” cotton as the 
baxis of quotations, or of arbitrarily classify- 
ing cotton without regard to its quality or 
texture, would’ be stopped. 

The bill puts the classification of cotton 
in future transactions upon the federal de- 
partment of agriculture, and not interested 
or unscrupulous market manipulators. This 
is as it should be. 

it is also provided that grades of cotton 
to be delivered on contract shall be explic- 
itly specified. As it now is the New York 
Cotton exchange contract calls for anything 
and nothing, with the cards stacked against 
the farmer and against the legitimate 
dealer in the staple. 

There is nothing whatever in this bill to 
which the legitimate operator in cotton can 
take exceptions. 

It does not interfere with hedging, which 
{s a natural and needed function of all bust- 
ness transactions and markets. 

It simply exacts that transactions in fu- 
tures shall be upon a‘ bona fide basis and 
not sheer “frame-ups” for the purpose of 
“shaking down” the farmer and the mill 
pian. 

The keynote of the bill is regulation and 
not destruction! 

That is proper. 

it would be a calamity if American mar- 
‘kets were wiped out altogether—if farmers 
were at the mercy of foreign markets, and if 
American consumers had no chance to 
hedge. 

But it is a dead certainty that unless the 
exchanges conform to these reasonable stip- 
ulations they are going to be compelled to- 
do so. It is even probable that congress, 
despairing of curing a disease any other 
way and skeptical of hypocritical protesta- 
tions and temporary reform, may cut off the 
head of the patient.

THE MEDICAL COLLEGE. 


Atlanta now ranks as the greatest medi- 
cal educational center in the South Atlantic 
states and one of the most important in the 
country. That is the substance of an an- 
nouncement. carried elsewhere regarding 
the Class A rating of the council of the 
American Medical Association. This means 
that graduates of the institution can apply 


to practice before the licensing boards of | 


any American state or of any foreign 
country. 
Primarily, the classification requirements 


of. this supreme court of the medical pro- 


fession are based upon standing of the 
teaching staff and faculty, hospital and 
laboratory facilities and, of course, financial 
rating. The ease with which the Atlanta 
Medical college complied with these tests 
is due to two factors: The merger, last year, 
of the Atlanta School of Physicians and Sur- 
geons and the Atlanta College of Medicine 
into the Atlanta Medical college, insyring 
the most distinguished staff and faculty and 
the best laboratory facilities in the south; 
the passage, last summer, of a medical prac- 
tice bill, which placed practice here and 
examination requirements upon a plane sec- 
ond to that of no state. 

Dr. W. S. Elkin, dean of the faculty of 
the college, and Dr. George H. Noble, vice 
president, appeared before the council* and 
presented the cause of the college. The 
verdict was unanimous and handed down 
without delay. 

Few Atlantans realize what prestige the 
city is given by the presence and activity 
here of an institution of the scope and 
standing of this institution. It has nearly 
500 students from all over the country. 

Adequate and accessible hoSpital facilities 
comprise an indispensable adjunct of all 
medical colleges of the first standing. It is, 
therefore, fortunate that the Grady hospital, 
across the street from the college, is able 
to supply facilities for actual bedside study 
and clinical observation. In this connection, 
it is especially fortunate that Grady was in- 
cluded in the last $3,000,000 municipal bond 
issue, enabling it to increase its equipment 
and facilities and measure up more accu- 
rately to the commensurate growth of what 
is now the Atlanta Medical college. In that 
the city owns and operates Grady, it actually 
co-operates with the college which has 
brought such distinction to Atlanta. It is, 
therefore, to the interest of the city to see 
that Grady, the complement of the college, 
amply sustains its share of the partnership, 
the stakes being both civic pride and civic 
obligation. | 

With the formal approval and the Class A 
rating conferred by the American: Medical 
association, and the awakening of the city 
to the need of keeping Grady up to the 
minute in facilities and space and equip- 
ment, Atlanta’s future as the southern med- 
ical center is assured.

LOOK IN THE MIRROR. 


Though only two or three great denomi- 
nations literally and technically observe the 
religious season of Lent, the principles un- 
derlying the celebration might well be ap- 
plied by persons of all creeds and of no 
creed. : 

Some of the lessons of Lent is that the 
individual should indulge in a little stock- 
taking and introspection, trace his faults, 
and all of us know them if we are candid 
with ourselves, ‘practice self-denial, and 
that means self-control, be a little more tol- 
erant toward others and try to sense the 
beauty in the spiritual no less than the 
material. 

Now, there is not a man or woman in 
Atlanta who would not be a better citizen, 
and a person more worth Knowing and liv- 
ing with, if they voluntarily underwent this 
course in self-searching. 7 

We all live too swiftly, whether in city 
or country, on Peters or Peachtree streets. 

Few enough of us are willing to take 
the time for meditation, which our fore- 
fathers thought so essential to growth in 
grace as well as in substantial acquisition. 

It helps now and then to look in a kind 
of moral and mental mirror, with the moral 
and mental rouge off, with the charitable 
lights stripped of their shades, that we may 
see just exactly the kind of spirit it is with 
whom we associate from the day of birth 
until the moment of death. 

Lent should aid in applying this some- 
what courageous process. 

One need not be a follower of any of the 
creeds that observe Lent to benefit by its 
lesson. 

And one need not practice the rigors of 
the season to grasp hold on the big princi- 
ples that are behind the action of the de- 
nominations in characterizing Lent as a 
period of cons¢ientious soul-searching.

THE INCORRIGIBLE PUPIL. 
‘How discipline may be peaceably ‘main- 
tained and the preponderance of studious 
pupils protected from the exceptional in- 


corrigibles is described elsewhere by J. O. / 


Martin, superintendent of the county schools 
of Newton county. Every superintendent in 
Georgia may well examine his method and 
its results. 

The procedure in Newton is simplicity 
itself. Every student enters school with 
the presumption in their favor that their 
purpose is to study, obey the rules and ob- 
serve discipline generally. If a student 
proves obstreperous he is reprimanded and 
loses standing. If he does not respond to 
moral sugsion‘he is sent home—expelled, 
in other words. 

The theory of Superintendent Martin, 
and it is sound, is that one ungovernable 
pupil can corrupt a whole classroom. That 
has been proved time and again in the ex- 
perience of every teacher. He argues 
soundly that the infrequent trouble-maker 
has no right to upset the educational op- 
portunities of a whole class room. A school 
is, after all, only a juvenile democracy. The 
parents of the children support it. The 
vast majority of children abide by the rules 
and steadily acquire an education. It is 
fundamentally unjust that their rights 
should be infringed by the one or two frac- 
tious pupils bent on making trouble. 

Superintendent Martin reports that the 
plan has worked like a charm. The child 
who is expelled goes home and an investi- 
gation ensues. It is to the interest of the 
parent to educate the child. And when the 
parent discovers that his boy or girl fails 
of improving opportunity the fault is ana- 
lyzed and corrected where it ought to be, 
at hong, and not at school. 

Last year The Constitution commended 
the Martin idea. It is pleasant to know that 
it is still proceeding with such good effect. 
We commend consideration of it to thought- 
ful educators and parents everywhere. 


GETTING TOGETHER. 

The visit to Atlanta last week of a dele- 
gation of prominent business men from 
Cleveland, Ohio, points a significant devel- 
opment in this country, and that is the ten- 
dency of the sections to cultivate amicable 
commercial relations despite differences of 
geography and politics. 

Within the past ten years business men 
from every part of the country have visited 
Atlanta on errands of commerce, as so Many 
evangels of the new order of business which 
today has horizons broad as the compass. 

From California and New York and Mas- 
sachusetts, from Ohio and Iowa, they have 
come to see if they could win our friendship, 
increase their dealings with us, build a 
bridge of better understanding. 

Atlanta has done some return visiting— 
but not enough! 

The Constitution commends this sugges- 
tion to the attention of the Atlanta Chamber 
Of Commerce.

And, un- 
doubtedly, one of the most effective ways to 
secure these ends is by being neighborly, 
with recognition of the now proven fact that 
the railroad and the telegraph and long 
distance make us nationally one huge neigh- 
borhood.

IF A FIGHT, THE RESPONSIBILITY © 
SHOULD BE PROPERLY PLACED 


Editor Constitution: [I note with pleas- 
ure your editorial on “Resurrecting Rusty 
Hatchets” in Georgia politics, and I quite ap- 
prove of the position you take. The point 
that should be emphasized, however, and 
that you had no doubt in view in your 
editorial is that if there is any revival of 
this old-time animosity those who are re- 
sponsible for it should be held accountable 
accordingly. 

Up to the present time things have béen 
z<oing along serenely and Governor Slaton 
has conducted himself admirably in bringing 
all parts of the state together. His appoint- 
ment of a real south Georgia man to the 
United States senate is perhaps the most 
notable recognition of that principle ever 
made in Georgia. 

It certainly cannot be said, therefore, that 
Governor Slaton has not done his part to- 
ward continuing Georgia on a peace basis. 

Now, if there Is anyone responsible for 
war—if war must come—let the responsibili- 
ty rest with those whose conduct may put 
them in the attitude of being instigators of 
public disturbance. 

Governor Slaton has not only avoided put- 
ting himself in this position up to this time, 
but more than that, he has by official mani- 


festation declared himself in a manner that 
must meet the public approval of the state, 

If a public disturbance is to be created, 
however. it must not be taken for granted 
for a moment that the strongest leaders on 
both sides will be chosen for the front. If 
the very force of circumstances forces Gov- 
ernor Slaton to the front in the senatorial 
fight. it will be not because he is trying to 
disturb the peace, but simply because, in his 
manly effort to avoid public disturbance, he 
has been brave enough to choose Senator 
Bacon’s successor from a section of the state 
which had a right to expect recognition. 

It is significant that criticism of his ap- 
pointment takes the shape of two immediate 
announcements of senatorial candidacies 
from the upper part of the state. So that up 
to this time if anybody is responsible for 
creating trouble it cannot be said it comes 
from south Georgia, but from those who, not

Editor Constitution: The adverse de- 
cision of the supreme court of Georgia deny- 
ing Frank a new trial is a stunning blow, 
indeed. But’ thousands of law-abiding citi- 
zens of the land feel that the life of an 
innocent man is about to be snuffed out by 
the gripping tentacles of a merciless legal 
monster. And it does seem incomprehensi- 
ble that the people of Georgia will be satis- 
fied with the case as it stands today. 

[ have the utmost respect for the learn- 
ing and wisdom of the supreme court judges 
of Georgia. Still, one cannot help feeling 
that their decision was chiefly based upon 
cold, legal technicalities and involved tor- 
tuosities of legal procedure. In spite of that. 
two of the six judges voted in Frank's favor! 
And a man must hang even though the chief 
justice and one of his colleagues feel that 
he should have a new trial! 

As I stated in my previous letter, I was 
a classmate and chum of Leo M. Frank 
while at Cornell. There I learned to love 
and respect him as I did few men. And that 
love and respect was shared alike by all his 
classmates who came into intimate contact 
with him. He was considered a model Cor- 
nellian. He was never addicted to any ex- 
cesses or vices. His life was clean and 
wholesome. Friends he made easily, and 
deservedly so. It was a pleasure and ‘a 
privilege, indeed, to me that I could count 
him among my friends. Scholarly, highly 
intelligent, clean-souled and blessed with a 
genial kindness, he was a credit to his 
friends and to himself. 

How horrible, then, is the fact that such 
a man could, through the meshes of the 
law, be stamped as a degenerate! Degeneracy 
Is never manifested by one sudden outburst 
of crime ‘in a previously normal and ex- 
emplary man. And if Frank be a degen- 
erate, then circumstancial evidence and a 
vicious prosecution can make a degenerate 
of any living man charged with a crime! 

The record of the trial of Frank reads 
like a dreadful and impossible romance. And

A special train, 
300 prominent Brunswick business men 
and known as the Board of Trade Spe- 
cial Booster. will leave Brunswick 
Monday morning at 7:30 o'clock and it 
will mage short stops at all points 
along the line, where citizens of the 
various towns will assemble at the 
depots to greet the Brunswick visitors. 
A special band will accompany the lo- 
cal delegation and stops of from five 
to fifteen minutes will be made at 
each station along the line. At Darien 
the party will be joined by a number 
of business men of that city. 

The Georgia Coast and Piedmont, as 
it will be put into operation on Mon- 
day, is exactly 100 miles long, running 
from Brunswick to Collins, in Tatnall 
county, and passing through the coun- 
ties of Glynn, MelIntosh, Liberty and 
Tatnall, acknowledged to be one of the 
richest farming sections in the wire- 
grass. In order to reach Brunswick 
from Darien it was necessary to erect 
a drawbridge over the Altamaha river, 
which is said to be one of the largest 
in the state of Georgia. The construc- 
tion of this bridge and various small 
trestles over the river cost upwards 
of $500,000, but it has accomplished a 
dual purpose, that of connecting 
Brunswick and the territory to the east 
of the Altamaha river by a railroad 
and at the same time adding a misging 
link in the automobile highway © be- 
tween Georgia and Florida, as all 
autos bound from Savannah and the 
north or east will be handled across 
the bridge ona specially built motor 
Car, avoiding the crossing of the river 
on a ferry from’ Daséian. which ,.was 
not only considered dangerous, but was 
inconvenient, the trip usually taking 
from one to three hours, while it can 
now be made in five or ten minutes. 

The G. C. & FP. will at onoe put on a 
double daily schedule from Brunswick 
. to Collins, finishing touches are being 
put on the passenger depot here and 
spur tracks are being laid to the wharf 
property, which was recently pur- 
chased by the road.

Successful in the History 
Of Georgia Division D. A. R. 


viewpoint the sixteenth 
the Georgia Daughters 
Revolution, which was 
Macon last week, was a pro- 
nounced success. The state regent, Mrs. 
Shephard W. Foster, of Atlanta, pre- 
sided over all the sessions and with 
her rare executive ability accomplish- 
ed a wonderful amount of business. As 
a full report of the regent’s work will 
be published in full in this column, 
your corresponding secretary will only 
give the business side of that confer- 
ence. The spirit of harmony and good 
will which pervaded the conference 
made it possible to transact the busi- 
ness in a short time. 

At present the membership in Geor- 
gia numbers approximately 2,500, 509 
of these being admitted since March, 
1913, when our last conference was 
held. Sixteen new chapters have been 
organized under the regency of Mrs. 
Koster, making a total of 59. 

Letters regretting their absence were 
sent to Mrs. Joseph S. Harrison, state 
editor; Mrs. S. M. Dean, state vice 
regent: Mrs. Oscar “McKenzie, record- 
ing secretary: Miss Anna Caroline Ben- 
hing and Mrs. William Lee ellis. 
voting delegates were 
present, the represenative being cut 
this year by the new by-laws of the 
national society. Many visiting D. A. 
R. were present. 

The three most important 
sites marked this year have 
Hierodtown, marked by the Dorothy 
Walton Chapter; Dawson memorial 
arch, at Colcord cemé¢tery, by Savan- 
nah chapter. Savannah, and the site 
of Fort Hawkins marked during con- 
ference in Macon. Along this line and 
of very vital interest to an organiza- 
tion like the D. A. R. was the move- 
ment launched by Mrs. William Lawson 
Peel, vice president general from Geor- 
gia, and also chairman of records. to 
raise a fund, which’ will be subscribed 
to every year by the chapters, for the 
preservation of records. This move- 
ment met with hearty response from 
many of the chapters agid a small fund 
is already in hand. This is and should 
be one of our first considerations, for 
it is so much the D. A. R. work. 

The bill now before congress asking 
for an appropriation for $5,000 to erect 
a suitable monument over the grave of 
Benjamin Hawkins, was presented by 
Charles L. Bartlett, of Georgia. at the 
request of the John Houston chapter, 
Thomaston. 

Important Recommendations. 
Two very important recommenda- 
tions from the state regent were acted 
on favorably by the conference. 

“Whereas, our committee on the pre- 
vention of the desecration of the flag 
does not provide for the universal use 
and recognition of the flag. therefore 
l recommend that a committee be ap- 
pointed known as the flag committee. 
whose duties shall be to see that the 
houses of our state are pro- 
vided with both national and _ state 
flags, that children are taught patriot- 
ism and the salute to our flag: further- 
more that the flag on said building 
be hoisted in the morning and lowered 
in the evening, and that a history of 
our flags be supplied if possible to the 
schoo! children of the state.”’ 

Realizing how urgent the need that 
a department of archives and historv 
for the sate of Georgia be established. 
the outline of a bill on this subject 
was drafted by the state regent to be 
presented to the next legislature. This 
bill was unanimously indorsed by the 
conference. 

The following recommendations were 
acted on favorably and indorsed by the 
conference: 

“That the chapters in Georgia have 
a uniform date for the election of of- 
ficers, May or June being considered 
the best month,” by Mrs. Graham, in 
behalf of Mrs. J. S. Lowry, Dawson.

Lobsters for New York. 


(From The Kennebec Journal.) 

The fastest freight train is the “Fly- 
ing’ Fisherman,’’ which carries Goth- 
am’'s daily supply of lobsters and tons 
of other sea food from Boston. By 
catching this train ont of the Hub the 
lobsters are able to cover the inter- 
vening distance of 234 miles at the rate 
of 30 miles an hour, reaching New 
York in the early morning in time to 
pass through the many stages of 
handling between arrival and duty on 
the “Great White Way” that evening. 
A large part of the fish consumed in 
New York goes from Boston and Maine. 
Krom 60 to 300 tons of sea food—re- 
quiring from three to fifteen cars—are 
daily taken to New York fish dealers 
by this “Flying Fisherman.’ The fish 
reach there the first morning after be- 
ing caught, while the lobsters, which 
zo from Maine and Canada waters, ar- 
rive the second morning after leaving 
their native haunts.

turia chain of mountains, It has since 
been decided that unless conditions pre- 
vent the expedition will avoid the two 
old routes and come out either through 
the Victoria range by a route to 
the eastward of Amundsen’s track. If 
this can be done the expedition will 
open entirely new ground, | 

This greatly increases the difficul- 
ties and dangers of the journey, for 
the party will not have the advantage 
of a chain of food depots which proved 
the resources of scient to a degree 
never dreamt of by former explosers. 
The expedition will be assisted by a 
wireless installation which will keep 
it in touch with itg base for most of 
the time and will esides have aero- 
plane sledges. 

Two steamers will support the expe- 

dition. A Norwegian steamer, for 
which negotiations have been opened, 
will take Sir Ernest and his party to 
the Weddell sea, while the Aurora, 
which has seen mucheAntarctic service, 
will go to the Ross sea to pick them 
up when they have accomplished their 
journey. 
" The first steamer will leave Buenos 
Ayres some time in October and push 
to dhe Antarctic, reaching, if possible, 
78 degrees south latitude, where a good 
landing place was found by the Ger- 
man expedition. If the ice conditions 
are favorable. winter quarters will be 
established, depots laid out and the 
start made the following season. 

In the meantime the Aurora will 
have started from New Zealand to land 
a party in the Ross sea to meet the 
transcontinental party. Sir Ernest be- 
lieves that the trip can be accomplished 
in five months, but should the obstacles 
be insurmountable he will have the 
base in Weddell sea to fall back upon. 
The first part of the trip, that from 
Weddell sea to the pole, is giving the 
explorer most serious thought.

As a result of Witte’s policy and of 
the policy outlined by Knharitonoff. 
Russia, which is the poorest country in 
Europe, is the richest state. The 
economist, Afanasieff, shows that the 
average annual peasant income is only 
$15.60; and peasants of this kind make 
up four-fifths of the population. Al- 
though Russia has 160,000,000 popula- 
tion, her total wealth, including land 
at present sale prices, is only $35,000,- 
000,000; while England, with a fourth 
of that population, is worth $65,000, - 
000,000, and Germany, with a third pop- 
ulation, is worth $75,000,000,000. The 
national income of Russia is less than 
half that of England or France. Yet, 
of all BHuropean states, Russia has the 
biggest annual budget. Her present 
budget is over $1,500,000,000: whereas, 
the British is $950,000,000, and the 
French and German each about $900,- 
000,000. Also, Russia’s budget _in- 
creases at an unexampled rate. In
